As far as can be ascertained an attendance of 50 
was not at any time considered sufficient for a Male 
Assistant in a School for boys. 

In 1860 a minimum attendance of 50 warranted 
salary to a Female Assistant in a girls’ or mixed 
school at the lowest rate of payment (that of Second 
Division of the Third Class). In order to warrant pay- 
ment at the higher rate (First Division of Third 
Class), a minimum attendance of 55 was required. 
This arrangement continued until 1872, from which 
year until 1879 an attendance of 50 sufficed for a 
Female Assistant. During this period (1872-1879), 
there was no distinction between the rates of pay 
of second division and first division of Third Class 
Teachers. 

In the year 1879 the minimum average became 70 
for both Male and Female Teachers. This measure 
was adopted in connection with increased grants 
made at the time for National Education. The rights 
of Teachers acquired prior to that year in the matter 
of average attendance were duly safeguarded ; so that 
even at present there are Female Assistant Teachers 
recognised upon an average of 50 pupils.

* In explanation it is to be noted that the reason 
why nothing has been surrendered in respect to the 
financial year ended 31st March, 1902, is that the 
account for that year is still under audit ; and until 
the audit is completed and the Appropriation Account 
is passed, no surrender of surplus takes place. 

The amount of Parliamentary Vote for the year 
1901-2, which remained unexpended at its close, was 
£281 2s. 9 d. This amount is subject to variation on 
audit, but it is not expected that the sum which shall 
be ultimately determined for surrender will materially 
differ from the amount named.
